‘The conclusion of the arrangement between 
the Chinese Government and Imperial Airways 
for a through traMe and passenger service 
between China and Europe is another step in 
the West China development plan which is likely 
to have far-reaching consequences. West China 
is likely to remain for years to come the political 
and economic domain of the Nationalist Govern- 
‘ment unless some amicable arrangement can be 
made with the Japanese authorities, but, in any 
case, out of the wreckage of the present hostili- 
tes has emerged this impelus ‘for the long- 
needed development of one of the richest parts 
of the country. Communications and trade 
relations between West China and neighbouring 
‘countries, and thence to Europe, have beet 
historically interesting but economically negli- 
sible, but political circumstances have provided

"The manifesto ‘also emphasizes that 
the Kuomintang will welcome co- 
loperation with any political party.

Peoples Principles. 

‘Although no specifie mention of 
the relationship between the Kuo- 
Imintang and the Chinese Communist 
party Is made, the manifesto rejects 
the party's proposal to permit them 
to Join the Kuomintang. 

No Double Party Membership 

‘The manifesto, on this point, de- 
jlares: “"We do’ not wish to see the 
lexistence of double party membership 
within the Kuomintang for we cannot 
permit the revolutionary work of thé 
Kuomintang to be relarded on ac~ 
Jeount of a lack of firmness in the 
beliet on the part of the Kuomintang, 
members. 

‘All Chinese, however, regardless of 
[their past political views or alilin-| 
tions, are welcome to participate in 
the Kuomintang’s resistance and re- 
lconstruction work If they faithfully 
Hollow the Three Peoples Principles” 

‘Turning to international affairs, the 
manifesto states: 

“China not only supports the policy| 
jot the Open Door and equal oppor- 
tunity in China, but desires, under the 
principles of "equality and mutual 
essistanee, to participate in any inter~ 
national mutual assistance alliances. 

"when the war of resistance is 
lover, we are confident, not only: that 
IChinese sovereign rights and” ter- 
itorial and administrative integrity 
‘will be restored, but also that the: 
leflectiveness of the Covenant of the 
{League of Nations, the Nine-Power 
treaty and anti-war Pact will be fur- 
ther ‘strengthened and that the prin- 
Jeiples of Open Door and equal oppor-| 
unity in China may be realized.

ROBERT BURNS 
Jan. 25. 
‘That I for poor auld Scotland's sake 
Some useful plan or book could make 
Or sing a sang at least. 

Whatever would have happened, if Robert 
Burns, disappointed in his first attempt to| 
marry, ‘had really taken the voyage to the 
West Indies, to act as a book-keeper to a 
slave estate in Jamaica, the world will 
never know, for fortunately the publication 
of his first ‘volume at Kilmarnock in 1786, 
changed what then appeared to be the course

less as a daughter to obey her father who: 
‘objected to the match, is entirely beside the 
point. His first publication earned him 
immediate recognition and £20, but it had 
also put him on the path to success. His 
next effort was more profitable, for his 
second edition of poems brought him in 
£400, enabled him to take a new farm, 
where he settled, married, lost his money 
and wrote amongst other things “Auld Lang. 
Syne” and “Tam o' Shanter." Service in 
the Excise kept body and soul together, but 
his dissipations, for Burns if he worked 
hard, played hard as well, prematurely aged 
him, ‘and in April, 1796, he wrote. 

“I fear it will be some time before 1 tune 
my lyre again, By Babel's streams I have 
‘zat and wept. I have only known existence 
by the pressure of sickness and counted time 
by the repercussions of pain, I close my 
‘eyes in misery and open them without hope. 
T look on the vernal day and say with poor 
Fergusson:— 

Say wherefore has an all-indulgent heaven 

Life "to the comfortiess and wretehed 

sven?” 


Within two months he was dead and that 
Lowland Scotland which as adistinet na- 
tionality came in with two warriors, Wile 
iam Wallace and Robert Bruce, commenced 
fo go out with Robert “Burns,” and finally 
Walter Scott. 

John Nichol claims that since Sappho loved 
‘and sung there has been no national Iyrist 
such as Burns. He fed on the past history 
of his country as Chaucer ‘on the older 
flelds of English thought, and 

SUill the clements o° sang. 
In formless jumble, right and wrans, 
Went floating in his brain. 

But again, as Nichol rightly remarks, he 
fave more ‘than he received, summing up 
the stray material of the past and refining 
it with his own inestimable alchemy, adding 
50 much of his own that the most. con= 
spicuous feature ‘of his” genius was the 
variety of new paths he explored. To com= 
mence with he had thrown off the slavery 
of earlier forms. Simple Ann, Jane or Mary 
hhad taken the place of Chise, Lesbia and 
Sylvia; all the Greek and Roman Pantheon 
which ‘had inspired earlier poets went into 
the discard while Burns dealt with the im- 
mediate humanities. “The simplicity of the 
‘man rings throughout the whole of his verse, 
‘and while at times it seems as though his 
‘eyes are continually bent upon the earth, 
there is every evidence that he also looked 
above. Much has been sald of Burns” ten- 
derness of heart, a trodden ‘on daisy in- 
spires him as a highly cultivated flower 
never could, a timid mouse means more to 
fhim than the awe-inspiring lion, a poor man 
more than a ich ?— 

‘See yonder poor o'erlaboured wight 
So" abject, mean and vile i 
Who begs a brother of the earth 
To give him leave to toll 
Driven by his passions into ways he knew 
were wrong, his sensitive soul was always 
appreciative’ of the good. With all his 
faults, and they were many, Burns was 
sincere, hating hypocrisy and foving true re- 
ligion. "To some extent all that may seem 
contrary but the heart of a poet is apt. to 
be. How else could he be what he is? His 
very inconsistencies might often have been 
sources of inspiration, no matter how much 
hho might regret them as he apparently did -— 
T have been this morning.” he writes to 
fa friend, “taking 2 peep through, as. Young 
finely says “the dark postern of time long claps 
el and. You will easily guess ‘was a Fueful 

Prospect. “What tissue “of thoughtlessness, 

weakness, folly! My life reminded me of a 

fuined. temple? what strength, what propor- 

tions in "some partst What unsightly gaps, 

What prostrate ruins in others! 

He was probably less sinful than he be- 
Ligved himself to be, for the repentant sinner 
is apt Jo magnify his faults because of his 
very aversion from them. Yet if he had to 
be a human being he had to sin to learn| 
by experience much about which he was to 
write.” Hence the vast range between the 
first of his war songs, composed in a storm 
on a moor, and the pathos of “Mary in 
Heaven” And in that rich gamut there is, as 
‘another enthusiast writes, “the vehemence of 
battle, tie wail of woe, the march of veterans 
‘red-wat-shod’ the smiles of mecting, the 
fears of parting friends, the gurgle of brown 
burns, the rear of the wind through the 
pines, the rustle of barley rigs, the thunder 
on the hill—all Scotland is in his verse.” 
Can there be a truer estimate of the man's 
work? It is diMeult to believe £0, for Burns 
was the inspired voice of Seotiand. And so 
today, the one-hundred-and-cightieth _an- 
niversary of his birth, wherever a few Scots 
are together their thoughts will turn to the 
man who may not have made Scotlane’s | 
Jaws, but whose songs will bo recalled by 
many seas, “songs in which “maidens are 
‘wooed, by ‘which mothers Tull their infants, 
‘hich return ‘through opca casements unto 
dying ears’—they are the links, the watch- 
words, the masotic symbols of the Scots 
face." What would have happened had the 
Invitation “Will ye go to the Indies, my 
Mary?" had been answered in the affirma- 
tive, history can never tell.

AFTER SPAIN, WHAT? 
Jan. 26, 


Unless something in the nature of a miracle 
happens the fate of Barcelona scems to be 
sealed, for the defence which it was hoped 
to make of that important city has been re- 
duced toa débicle. Of the gallantry of the 
Republican forees there can be no question. 
Against highly trained, and well-equipped 
farmies they have been’ able only to oppose| 
Faw troops, and poor equipment, and the 
manner in which they have fought must not 
only arouse praise for their bravery, but also 
ive a very’ fair idea of their desperation, 
Despite their efforts, however, Barcelona is 
in all probability doomed, and while it is to 
be expected that the Republicans will contest 
every inch of the city, it should be only a few 
days before the rebels are in full control. 
With the insurgents as close to Bareclona as 
the coastal fort of Monjuich, just a short 
distance to the south of the city and less than| 
mile from the port itself complete command 
fof communication with the sea has been’ 
obtained, and if the troops in Bareclona 
‘decide 10 continue their struggle to the bitter 
end—and that apparently is what they are| 
tent upon doing—any hope of receiving rein- 
forcements by water must now be abandoned. 
At the time of writing it did not sem as 
‘though the city had been completely invested, 
‘and that the route to the north was still open, 
though even then it is to be believed that the 
roads are under artillery domination from the 
heights to the north and west of Barcelona, 
In the circumstances, therefore, it may be 
possible that the decision to stick it out in 
Barectona has been forced upon the garrison 
by the swiftness of the latest developments, 
for once the main defences of the city have| 
bbeen breached, and the place itself rendered 
practically untenable, "military —prudence| 
‘would have suggested abandonment of the 
port and withdrawal northwards, where there| 
might have been some slight chance of con- 
tinuing resistance. As it is, unless the 
defenders are persuaded to surrender, there is 
every possibility of Barcelona being the scene| 
of a ghastly carnage in which combatants and 
non-combatants wilh suffer alike. 

General Franco has to all intents and pur- 
poses succeded in his gamble. Upon the| 
commencement of his offensive just before’ 
Christmas. the Republican armies sought. to 
create a diversion by attacking insurgent 
Bositions in south-west Spain, and though the 
Republican forces actually got to within about| 
25 miles of Cordova, they did not at any time 
present such a threat to General Franco as 
{o force him to withdraw troops from the 
Catalonian front. “The speed with which he 
advanced on Barcolona has destroyed all 
hhopes of the counter-offensive now proving! 
successful, and it may reasonably be expected! 
that within a comparatively short while the 
whole of Catalonia will have been subjugated, 
‘There seems to be a tendency on the part of 
some European observers to believe that this! 
will bring about the end of the Spanish Civil 
War. ‘That may not prove to be the case. 
‘The Republican Government stilt hold an im 
portant portion of Spain, even if by now itis 
rathor less than one-third, and it is to be! 
expected that it will continue to resist. With 
the complete reduction of Catalonia, which 
will probably experience the fate’ of the 
Asturias and the Basque Provinces, General 
Franco will be able to liberate much of the 
large force which he hax been using in 
northern Spain, and they may be used for the| 
purpose of driving a deap ‘salient into the 
Government northern line, probably from. 
‘Teruel, simultaneously with another similar 
movement eastward from Cordova, which, if 
Successful, would have the effect of squeezing 
ut the irregular sallents, the one south of 
Toledo, and the other, and much smaller one| 
containing Madrid. An insurgent movement 
south from Terie! would shave the effect of 
culling Madrid's line of communication with 
Valencia, and were this done the reduction 
of the capital might very well prove an easier 
{ask than it has up to the present. Providing 
the loss of Barcelona does not have too serious! 
‘in influence on the morale of the Government 
troops it is possible that they may be able to 
prolong the strangle indefinitely, and_ to] 
believe that the capture of Catalonia is likely| 
to bring about an early conclusion of the war 
is to indulge in an optimism which is not at 
present justified, 

It Is generally expected that these latest 
developments, however, will have a decided 
feffcet pon the general situation in Europe, 
fand that new demands by the totalitarian 
states may soon be expected. In this con- 
Rection there is much speculation as to the 
next moves to be made by Germany, whether 
at nation will again raise the colonial 
problem, which it has been stated on bchalt| 
of Greai Britain, is no longer a question of| 
practical polities, or whether Herr Hitler wil 
turn his attention to eastern Europe. It is 
obvious that with the simullancous raising of 
Talian demands, it is hoped to present the 
‘democracies with such a set of serious diff- 
culties that one or other of the parties to the 
Rome-Berlin axis may hope to wrest further 
fsoncessions. It is a. prelty game, and one| 
Which up fo the present has been productive 

















of results, but there is very little evidence| 
now available to show that this particular 
form of procedure has about it anything like 
the promise which it had last year. The 
Fecent firmness which France has shown in 
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the Franco-Italian dispute is clearly indicative 
of the fact that that nation's patience is well 
nigh exhausted, and that in defence of its 
colonial integrity France is prepared to ght. 
It might very well prove to be the ease th: 
should this occur Herr Hitler would be more 
impressed by the profits to be gained in an 
adventure into Ukraine, than those resulting, 
from military assistance to his ally. The 
general situation, therefore, may be said to 
depend upon which of the two totalitarian. 
states wishes to be served first; Logically 
German expansion along the lines which are 
anticipated is of more immediate importance 
to Der Fuhrer than anything which Italy 
might hope to gain, and if Italian aspirations 
are again to be denied, while the German ap~ 
petite is satisfied, it would not be the first 
‘occasion on which Italy has received the worst 
of the deal. 








BREAKERS AHEAD 
Jan, 27. 

Next week will in all probability be one 
of the crucial periods which it scems likely 
the world is to pass through during this 
year if present prognostications hold good. 
‘The rapid development of the situation in 
Spain will it is thought induce activities on. 
the part of both Germany and Italy, where 
already certain signs of preparation for 
grave events are reported, and when Herr 
Hitler makes his speech ‘on Monday, the 
world may possibly be brought to a realiza~ 
tion that another crisis is in the offing. 
February has for a long time been fixed upon. 
by political observers as a month likely to 
give trouble, and it is thought that Herr 
Hitler will start the ball rolling with his 
Reichstag speech. In it he is expected again. 
to raise the demand for the return of the 
German colonies, and it has even been sug- 
gested that a further demand for the re- 
turn of the reparations which Germany has 
already paid will be formulated. ‘That, of 
‘course, is a matter of speculation at present, 
but it has been reported that some week 
ago he gave instructions for such a scheme 
to be prepared. There is also the question 
of what Der Fuchrer intends to do with 
regard to his eastern European policy, and 
with regard to him, the rest of Europe know- 
ing that some demand is going to be made, 
speculates as to which will be the first. On. 
the other hand, Italy is preparing to make 
her demands, ‘concerning Djibuti, Tunisia 
‘and participation in the control of’ the Suez 
Canal, it being now suggested that, with 
regard to Tunisia, Il Duco will demand 
autonomy for the 95,000 Italians living there, 
fa strange request in view of the fact that 
only about three years ago Signor Mussolini 
‘was prepared to see them eventually become 
French citizens by a slow process of trans- 
formation. ‘These facts emerge out of a 
large number of rumours concerning other 
cross currents which make the whole situa~ 
tion somewhat difficult to disentangle, and 
it is with these demands which have already 
been adumbrated that Mr, Chamberlain is 
apparently first concerned. 

In the event of the Franco-Italian tension 
deteriorating, itis thought that Germany 
will propose to Great Britain that both shalt 
maintain an attitude of noutrality, leaving 
those two nations to fight it out’ between 
themselves, but it is by no means clear that 
any such proposal will be acceptable to the 
British Government which cannot now 
afford to ignore public fecling in the matter. 
‘That is probably the reason for the rumour 
that Mr. Chamberlain is reported to be 
contemplating calling a Four Power Con- 
ference. If indeed he is doing so in all 
probability it arises out of his recent visit 
to Rome, where it is reported Signor Mus- 
solini made the same suggestion, It is x= 
tremely doubtful at the moment whether, if 
such a conference were held, it would have 
‘any really beneficial effect. Any meeting at 
which Germany, and Italy expect to be the 
takers, and Britain and France the givers 
‘will be doomed to failure from the outset, 
for it has been made quite clear since 
‘Munich that neither of the latter Powers. 
intend to adopt any such role. Rather will 
they expect that both Germany and Italy 
shall in their turn make some concessions 
in the interests of peace. ‘That has been 
made quite clear, and unless theso two 
nations are prepared to go into conference 
with the realization that the only lasting 
basis of peace is in the nature of a com 
promise acceptable to all the four Powers. 
concerned, then the conference will from 
the outset’ be doomed to failure, It is to be 
hoped that the rumours that Mr. Chamber- 
Jain proposes to take the initiative concern- 
ing the calling of a Four Power Conference 
will not prove to be correct. To do so ut 
this juncture would be to convey an im= 
pression of weakness wholly inconsistent 
‘with the interests of Great Britain and 
France, and it would be preferable 
that the initiative should come from 
either Germany or Italy, or both, ‘The 
history of the past year has shown that the 
more that is granted to those two nations 
the more they will demand, and recent 
months have shown that at ‘the moment, 
despite whatever assurances have been 
given, there is no finality to their require 
ments. In the circumstances it would seem 
to be more desirable that the desire for a 


























conference should be expressed by Germany

‘The equanimity with which Mr. Chamber-

tive of the increasing firmness with which 
he is handling matters, for it is now an 
‘open secret that he was informed of the 
matter three weeks before he divuiged it, 
‘maintaining relicence at the German request 
only until he realized that even Italy had 
hhot been informed of the German intention. 
‘The refusal of the British Government to be| 
Murried over the matter is the best indication] 
of the present access of strength in British 
foreign policy, and it is more than possible 
that in the coming months the Rome-Berlin| 
axis may find itself opposed with a firmer 
Entente Cordiale than was the case through= 
out last year. ‘That this will inerease the 
immediate danger of the situation is as in 
evitable as it is regrettable. But that is a 
danger which will have to be faced cour 
fageously. Appeasement has not up to the 
present succeeded ; there is very little chance 
of its doing so, even if it led to a general 
surrender to the German-Italian demands, 
for it has been shown that with them it is 
8 case of the appetite growing with eating. 
In the circumstances for Mr. Chamberlain 
to be the prime mover in calling a Four 
Power Conference would be taken as a sign 
of weakness, a weakness which it Is apparent 
no longer exists, and, if such a conference 
were held, and proved to be a failure be- 
cause of the stiffening of the Anglo-French 
point of view, the second state of Europe 
would be infinitely worse than the first, and 
this war which if now regarded as a prob- 
ability would fast become inevitable. 























TWO SPEECHES 

Jan, 28. 

Whether Signor Mussolini's speceh in 
Rome on the capture of Barcelona by the 
Spanish insurgents was intended as an 
answer to M, Bonnet’s address before the 
Freneh Chamber of Deputies or not, matters 
very littie, in view of the fact that that is 
what it actually amounts to, It is suggested 
that Tl Duce could not possibly have had 
the full text of the French statesman's ad- 
dress, though there is the possibility that he 
hhad received certain excerpts. Signor Mus~ 
solini’s reference to the slogan of the 
Spanish Government “No pasaran!" brought 
from him the added, significant remark “But 
we have passed and’ I say now that we shall 
pass." ‘That remark, reinforeed with 
placards bearing the “legend “If France 
should utter her ‘Never again,’ we shall not 
care a damn," seems to have. been clearly 
directed against France, and, in the cireum= 
stances, sugyests the threat that unless Italy 
Hols what sho wants from France pence 
fully, she will, seck to obtain it by foree. 
Nevertheless, hen all the eireumstances in 
which that phrase was used are taken into 
consideration, there is still the probability 
that I Duce was speaking for home con~ 
sumption. But whether that is so or not, 
his remarks eannot be conceived to have 
bboen designed for the purpose of better 
ing a rapidly deteriorating condition, and 
may indeed be taken as something ‘of a 
portent as to what may be expected, if not 
iext week at least in the comparativel 
near future. Even more interesting is ix 
reference 10 the frecing of Spain “from the 
infamy of the Reds.” ‘That has not yet 
been completely achieved, and may not for 
some time to come, though there are sugges 
ions that the general morale amongst the 
Republican troops has suffered somewhat as 
1 result of the blow at Barcelona. When it 
ix remembered that there are indications 
that Germany may desire better relations, 
if only commercially with Soviet Rus- 

is clear that the two. Dictators in 
following their common policies are induly~ 
ng in the delightful game of “pull: devil, 
pull baker,” with either the democracies, oF 
Soviet Russia as the object of their attentions. 
M. Bonnet's speech was a masterly ex- 
post of French foreign policy. France will 
vontinue her policy of non-intervention in 
Spain, and will not tolerate foreign inter 
































ference with French interests in that coun 
or with the French communications 
North Afriea by foreign troops in 
Spain or on the Spanish islands. In this 


respect he emphasized the community of 
imerest between Great Britain and France

between Franee and Germany. There is no 
veal reason to suppose that the better re- 
exist between those two coun= 








tries, as compared with French relations 
with’ Italy are any more substantial than 
Anglo-Italian relationships in view of the 
resent Anglo-German tension. ‘The general 
position seems to be that Germany is con~ 
tent to play the role of Codlin towards 
France, leaving the less congenial role of 
Short to Italy, while with regard to Great 
Britain the parts are reversed, the result 
boeing that up to the present no progress has 
been made towards the establishment of 
better relations between the two groups of 
Powers. M, Bonnet’s speech is a clear warn- 
ing that if by ‘such tactics it is sought to 
diminish the importance of the Anglo-French 
undertaking they are doomed to failure, 
and his emphasis upon the bonds binding 
the two countries makes it quite clear that 
attempts to break down the entente cordiaie 
fare as unlikely to succeed in the future as 
they have been in the past. ‘The menace 
of the Rome-Berlin axis is in itself sufficient 
to assure that the nations on cither side 
of the Channel will continue to maintain

Setting of the stage rather than the pro- 
Togue’ to the actual performance, It 
not yet believed that the Italian public is 
desirous for war. The welcome given to| 
Mr. Chamberlain while in Rome was indeed 
‘a recognition of the man who at any rate | 
for a time has secured peace in Europe, 
permitting of the inference that the great 
mass of the Talians are as little desirous 
of war, as similar demonstrations in Ger 
many when Mr. Chamberlain went there 
last year were proof of the existence of 
the same feeling. It cannot, however, be 
ignored that the leaders of the totalitarian 
states can plunge their countries in war 
willy-nilly. ‘They may ‘even now believe 
that in such a gamble they stand avery 
good chance of emerging victors, but it may 
‘be safely said that there is no country in 
Europe at the present moment which would 
view an outbreak of armed hestililies with 
anything but the gravest dismay. In all 
probability during the next few weeks both 
Nerv Hitler and ll Duce will seek to dis- 
cover just how far they can go in furthering 
the demands which they are expected to 
put forward. If in the quict terms used by 
the leaders of the democractic states they 
are told with a firmness which cannot be 
mistaken, if it is borne in upon them that 
bluffs can no Tonger succeed, they may 
indeed hesitate for a very long ‘while before 
embarking on a course of action which 
may not only prove unprofitable, but actual 
ly eatastrophie to them. 


REASON FOR CONFIDENCE 
Jan. 30, 
If there ix any comforting gloam of light 
to be found in the present gloom of the 
world’s anxiety, it must be so far as the dem= 
cracies are concerned in the speech which 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain made at Birming- 
ham at the dinner of the Jewellers Associa- 
tion. It was indicative of a greater resolu- 
tion than has been hitherto apparent in his 
public utterances, and, 
fon the eve of important pronouncements 
expected on the Continent this week, gives 
comforting assurance that whatever “may: 
foceur it will be met with satisfactory firm- 
ness, ‘The Prime Minister's justification of 
the ‘understanding he reached with Italy, 
and the good effects which he claimed e- 
sulted therefrom on September of last year 
is a necessary reminder to those who have 
consistently criticized his policy, that even 
if the benefits originally expected, have not 
yet been fully attained, there, nevertheless, 
have been results the importance of whieh 
cannot now been gainsaid. The Munich 
greement was undoubtedly unpalatable to 
‘4 large number of Britons and French. It 
was inevitable that it should be, and even 
now the aftertaste is by no means pleasant, 
bout if it has only succeeded in affording, 
Britain and France a respite from war, no 
matter how short it may prove to be, it 
have given those countries much ‘needed 
time in which all the better to prepare for 
what is feared. ‘That is as apparent in Mr. 
Chamberlain's speech, as it is in those of 
Sir Kingsley Wood, and Earl Stanhope in

report a better state of affairs with regard to 
mutual defence than was probably realized 
by the man in the street, and while 
that will undoubtedly create a’ greater fecl~ 
ing of confidence, it should be remembered 
that it is only a qualified confidence in the 
ability better to face the worst should 
future developments tend that way. 

There is, of course, a danger that the re- 
markable speed with which Great Britain 
is rearming may in itself prove a disturbing 
factor in European relationships, and pos- 
sibly even hasten the advent of war. ‘That 
is a risk which has to be accepted, for it 
would be the height of folly if either Great 
Britain or France delayed the full achieve- 
ment of their rearmament programmes in 
the hope that thereby peace might be more 
certainly assured. If there is one fact which 
cannot be overlooked in the history of in- 
ternational politics during the last few years, 
it is that an honest endeavour to bring about 
general disarmament, by setting good ex- 
amples, has not only proved an egregious 
failure, but actually deprived the voice of 
Great Britain of that authority which should 
be, and now is, fortunately, more certain. 
‘The rapid extension of British naval forces 
should in the not too distant future have 
a very salutary effect upon problems not 
only in Europe but in other parts of the 
world: the hastening to repair deficiencies 
in the air defence of the British Isles, has 
not been without very satisfactory results 
during the last few months since Munich, 
while the fact ‘that the acceleration in mak- 
ing these adjustments is progressive brings 
the time of a maximum of efficiency in 
defence all the nearer. 
this that Mr. Chamber 
possible to speak with renewed confidence 
Jand greater resolution. ‘The establishment 
of greater resources for defence has made 
this possible, and though there may even 
now be gaps, those which it was shown did 
exist last autumn have now been consider- 
ably closed with the result that the general 
situation in this ‘respect is infinitely 
greater than it was but four months 
ago. To enlarge upon Mr. Chamberiain’s 
own remarks, the British policy has never 
been one of ‘aggressive defiance, it might 
have savoured at one time of somewhat un- 
necessary deference, but now Is most ccr- 
tainly one of efficient defence. 

‘This increased confidence in the might of 
|Great Britain to mect and cope with the 
anticipated political exigences must in turn 
effect them. It is by no means clear what 
Herr Hitler will have to say this evening, 
nor in what direction he is at present turn= 
ing his eyes. Even speculation in Germany 
may be as completely at sca as that in 
other countries, but the fact that the entente 
‘cordiale is in a better position now to de- 
fend itself, must undoubtedly weigh with 
him, ‘That it renders any contemplated 
resort to arms even more of a gamble 30 
far as Germany and Italy are concerned is 
a factor which must undoubtedly commend 
itself to the consideration of the rulers of 
those two states, and the chance is even 
now great that what Herr Hitler will do 
is to demand the convocation of the Four 
Power conference, with the idea of which 
practically every’ one of the four have 
Iately been dallying. If Herr Hitler socks 
fo wrest advantages round the conference 
table, rather than immediately precipitate 
Europe into war there need be no great 
occasion for surprise, though it would mean 
@ departure from the peremptory tactics to 
Which he resorted last year. But even that 
conference would assume a very different 
complexion from that which took place ut 
Munich, the {wo groups being more on a 
parity with each other than they were then, 
and it is possible, were such a conference 
to be held, that results doing a considerable 

jount of justice all round might be secur- 
i. Should, on the other hand, Herr Hitler 
continue his former attitude of “Stand and 
deliver,” the situation created will be 
serious. The democracies are no longer 
content to be subjected to that form of 
treatment, and are better able now to main- 
tain their own point of view. For reasons 
such as this the next development can be 
awaited with confidence, if not with 

janimity, for, imposing ‘ss the combined 
might of Germany and Italy may appear, 
that of the entente cordiaie is in no whit 
inferior. It may eventually prove to be 
very superior. 






























THE FIRE BRIGADE 
Jan. 3. 

A summary of the annual report of the 
Fire Brigade which has just been issued gives. 
a very complete idea of the activities of this 
very important department, and it is more 
than pleasurable that it affords an opportun- 
ity to refer to the excellent work of a body 
of men, whose Jabours are not always 
confined to the spectacular work of fighting 
fires. In that one branch of the Brigade’s 
activities a new record has been reached, 
and with total of 1,036 fires sind. special 
calls, the high figure’ of 1934,—1,000,—has 
been’ passed. ‘The summary does not state 
the value of the property involved in the 
fires the Brigade dealt with, but does point 
Jout that the total loss by conflagration 
[amounted to $2,000,123, a decrease of .$9.- 
679,597 as compared with 1937, when the 
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huge total of over $11,000,000 was due to 
the hostilities. Nevertheless the 1938 figure 
is above that of normal years, attributable, 
to several exceptionally extensive fires in 
‘the Yangtszepoo area, where conditions, 
owing to the occupation of the Japanese 
millitary, and particularly with regard to 
communications were abnormal, and pre~ 
sented additional difficulties to the Brigade 
as they sought to go about their work, 
Statistics concerning fire fighting are al~ 
ways interesting, chiefly it is to. be sup- 
posed because of the manner of their pre~ 
sentation. For example those firemen who 
are so often seen running out hose last year 
did s0 to the tune of 413,278 fect, or 78 
miles, 479 yards, and 1 foot. It follows that 
no less than 413,278 fect of hose had also 
to be rolled up which is a comforting re~ 
flection. Over twenty million imperiat 
gallons of water were used in the extinc~ 
tion of fires, ten millions being used on two 
fires at the O.S.K. and N-V.K. fires alone. 
Why the unit’ more suitable to the wine 
and spirit merchants’ trade is used, instead 
of the impersonal cubie feet, is by no means 
clear, though the ordinary devotee of some~ 
what! stronger liquids will readily concede 
that quite a lot of water was used. 











‘The compiler of the report appears to see , 


something significant in the nationality of the 
tenants of premises to which the brigade was 
called during the year. Chinese numbered 
743, British 58, Japanese 49, American 32, 
other nationalities 35, while unclassified 
numbered 139, It is by ‘no means clear what 
deduction is {0 be drawn from these figures, 
for it was naturally to be expected that the 
Chinese would easily score first honours, 
though the figures given for other nationali- 
ties might, in some very abstruse way, be 
held to prove that there is some relation 
ship between nationality and carelessness 
with matches. In addition to well over 
1,000 calls upon the fire section of the 
brigade, there were 107 special calls, the 
‘ambulance. section dealt with no fewer than 
15,619 cases, not including the many times 
when the ambulances were used for re~ 
moval of patients from refugee hospitals to 
newly established hospitals, and other hose 
pital evacuations. ‘The growth of this por- 
tion of the Brigade’s activities has been 
phenomenal, In eight years, from 1931 to 
1938 inclusive the calls have multiplied ten= 
fold, from 870 in the former year to 
8,876 in the latter. ‘The highest number of 
calls in any one day upon the ambulance 
service was 85, but the figures generally 
prove that the institution of this service 
had proved of inestimable benefit, and 
thoroughly to have justified itself. En 
passant it might be remarked that observers 
have been deoply impressed by the rapidity 
with which the brigade answers these calls, 
‘and it is generally only a very few minutes 
between the making of the call and the 
arrival of the ambulance on the spot. The 
service is most efficient. But to go back to 
statistics ; all street hydrants were regularly 
inspected and tested, the total amounting 
to 28,208, fire prevention led to no fewer 
than 6,762 inspections, and the writing of 1,514 
letters, while stationary fire pumps’ in 
various buildings to the number of 105 re~ 
ceived the usual monthly attention, In the 
Settlement there are 1,575 buildings with 
fire installations requiring periodical inspec~ 
tion, and when all these figures are taken 
into’ consideration it is apparent that actual 
fixe fighting is considerably reduced by the 
unobtrusive preventive work which the 
Brigade is continually performing, 

‘A particularly agreeable note is contained. 
{in the report on the subject of traffic and 
accidents. It is stated 
‘Traille congestion is still seute, particularly 
the dovnetown districts during’ the busier 
hours, but with the assistance of the Pollee, 

and the consideration shown by the majority 

of drivers of other vehicles, there is, consider~ 

‘ing the conditions prevailing, remarkably few: 

cases of fire engines or ambulances being 

obstructed or delayed in responding to calls. 

Brigade” machines, cars, ambulances, ete., 

were involved. in a number of accidents, but 

ail ‘of these) were, fortunately, of 2) minor 
‘This tribute from the Fire Brigade to the 
Police is more than welcome, for so many 
critics fail at times to understand the really 
difficult conditions under which the Police 
have to control traf, But the Fire 
Brigade is probably best in a position to 
judge the efficiency of their fellow muni 

pal servants, because of the ever present 
desire for speed in thelr comings and 
oings, and the fact that that speed is 
obtainable with a minimum of risk all 
round is the best indication of the good work 
of the ‘Traflic Department. ‘The whole 
summary is a testimony not only to those at 
present in control of the Brigade, but also 























to their predecessors who planned the Fire., 


brigade on tines best adapted to the peculiaf 
needs of this city. It does not refer to the 
recent matshed fires In the western area, 
because they did not occur in the year unde 

review, but this year's report will be awaited 
with interest, for, while the Brigade has 
had to handle similar outbreaks in the past, 
there is a danger that this part of their 
work will be found to have considerably 
increased. It is to be hoped that this will 
not prove to be the,ease, but it is a pos~ 
sibility which cannot be’ overlooked, and 
with it the danger to foreign dwellings in

Television Growing 


For some considerable time past “Great 
Britain's {elevision Industry has been welcom- 
{ing an ever-inereasing stream of American 
radio experts, who have been sent to England 
to study television procedure and manufacture 
at first hand. These visits betoken something 
more than polite courtesy, for while the tele- 
vision service of two hours a week will. be 
introduced in the United States of America 
Jn the spring of 1939, the British Broadcasting 
Corporation has been transmitting regular 
television programmes for the past two years, 
with a present minimum output of sixteen 
hours a ‘week. British television is so far al- 
‘most without a competitor. France has only 
recently purchased the rights for the British 
system, which she officially describes as the 
“incomparable ‘British television”; - Germany 
has an experimental service in operation, ‘but 
no television receivers are sold 10 the public: 
America is using British receivers for her 
experimental services; whereas in Great Britain 
Se different models of television receivers are 
made by 20 firms, at prices between | £22 
and £251, and the publ buys some 2,000 
{elevisors ‘every month. Such sales are the 
Justification for the B.B.C’s expenditure of some 
‘£800,000 on television. In spite of the com: 
plexity of the apparatus. involved and the 
Consequent xreater lability to breakdown, the 

‘BC's tolevision station is as reliable as an 
ordinary radio transmitter, and failures are 
exceedingly rare.

Peiping, Jan, 14. 

During the present. ‘conflict in 
China the Japanese have given sev: 
feral. interesting interpretations "of 
English "words: there have been 
incident,” “sincerity.” and the famous 
“pincer movement” to mention only 
a few; “while in tecent months 
“mopping-up operations” have formed

‘Three former Customs branch offices 
in the war zone in Shanghai, which 
were closed during the — hostilities, 
fare to be reopened on February 1 
‘and operated by Japanese Customs 
fofcers assisted by other foreign 
foflicers, - according to the Chinese 
[press yesterday. ‘The reports stated 
that the Impending resumption of the 
[Customs branch offices in Shanghal 
was a result of negotiations conducl- 
Jed between Mr. L. H. Lawford, Com- 
missioner of the Customs and Japan- 
fese authorities. 

Interviewed by a representative of 
{the *North-China Dally News)" a 
‘high Chinese official of the Customs 
refused to make a statement on the 
Feport asserting however that the 
‘negotiations on the question had been 
fearried on by foreign officials of tis! 
office. Mr. Lawford himself refused 
to confirm or to deny the reports, 
‘merely stating that he was not in & 
position {0 make @ statement on the 
subject. 

‘According 10 the reports, the im- 
pending resumption of operations of 
the three Customs branch offices in 
the North Railway Station, Siceawel 
Jand Teaokadoo (Chinese territory 
in the western district) resulted from 
the recent negotiations, a programme 
forced upon the Customs authorities 
by. the Japanese authorities who 
‘wanted to have more Japanese Cus 
toms oficers employed. 

‘Japanese oficers will occupy key 
positions inthe reopened branch 
fomices and they will be assisted by 
other foreign Customs officers, Chi- 
ese Customs ofcers having refused 
to cooperate with them. As to the 
number of Japanese Customs officers 
fo be assigned new jobs, further 
Inegotiations will have to be conducted.

‘More boats are being sought by 
the, Shanghal Inland River Steamsh 
Corhpany, engaged in the transporin- 
tion’ of "goods into the Shanghai 
hinterland, according to the “Shanghat 
“Mainichi” yesterday. 

Recent activities of the company, 
which is carrying goods to Soochow, 
‘Wusih, ‘Kashing,  Pesinching,  Ming- 
hong, Yehsich, ahd Pinghu, have bean 
hampered by the lack of bottoms, the 
paper sald, as the company possessos 
only a dozen small steamers’ displac- 
ing’8 to 35 tons, and about 70 lighters.

Being Built 


Shanghal, Jan. 26. 
Chinese refugee and squatter hut 
peoblems find’ reference in 
December report of the | Com- 
missioner of Public Health which 
states that a large camp near 
‘Tunsin Road is nearing completion 
and it is hoped will accommodate 
fall refugees in unauthorized Central 
and. Northern district. properties, 
clearing up an intolerable situation. 
During ‘last_ month, four more 
camps were closed reducing the 
number to 7 and the refugees to 
52441. The disinfestation and de- 
Tousing campaign was continued 
with success; 7.245 baths were given 
to refugees ‘and 47460 articles of 
clothing steam disinfected. 
Unceasing efforts were made to 
prevent the further spread of small- 
box and the usual measures of 
notification, isolation of cases, 
vaccination of “contacts, disinfection 
of premises, bedding. clothing, te., 
have mo doubt played a most im: 
porlant part in ‘combatting the pre- 
sent epidemic. 





‘Vaccination Campaign 

‘The figures for the month, 
107828 are 34,078 less than those 
recorded for the month of Novem- 
beer; this decrease may be partly due 
toa few cold and rainy days during 
the month, and also to the number 
of visits paid to smaller eslablish- 
ments where it takes up as much 
time to do 50 or so employees as it 
would to doa very much larger 
number. 

‘The “Mobile Units have been 
‘engaged on vaccinating refugees in 
‘camps, schoolchildren, and em- 
ployees at firms, factories, cle. A 
start Is being made with ihe most 
diMieult phase of the campaign, 1. 
the squatter hut dwellers; thes 
people comprise the most backward 
‘and obstructive clement of this 
city’s population and as most of 
‘them are located “in the “Outside 
Roads" area beyond Police jurisdie- 
tion, it becomes Increasingly dit- 
ficult to vaccinate the major portion 
of them, 

Squatter Mut Area 

Routine inspections have been 
carried out during the month, and 
the general, sanitary conditions re- 
main” satisfactory. It was amazing 
to note the rapidity. with which the 
huts were rebuilt after two large 
outbreaks of fire, 

All the Coffin’ Depositories were 
frequently inspected and the coftins 
were found to We well constructed 
and hermetically sealed. Owing to 
the cooler weather cremation Is 
carried out every other day. The 
average daily cremation of corpses 
was 203 per day as compared with 
M0 ‘during ‘the “last month. By 
arrangement with the Japanese 
forces, 714 coffins were transported 
up country as compared with 530 
in the previous month.

‘The goal of the effort of the In- 
dustrial Section is to ensure thot all 
factory bollers are covered by valid 
certificates at all times. Out of the 
356 effective registered boilers, 193 
were under supervision during 1038 
al the end of the year 107 were covered 
by a valid inspection certineate, the 
requirements of the engineers in the 
other 86 cases not having yet been 
completed to thelr satisfaction. “Of 
this 193, 33° were in the Western 





Extra-Seitlement areas." Progress, 
though not achieved at the rate 
desired. is substantial, and it may be 





claimed that the majority of the 
boilers now under the attention of 
approved boiler engineers would not 
have been thus inspected had the 
Council's Rules not” existed. 

‘The successful development of a 
‘corps of technical men registered with 
the Council for one type of specialist 
service raises the question as. to 
whether a register’ of approved 
mechanical engineers could be 
developed. Oceupiers of factories and 
workshops would under such an are 
rangement be required to retain the 
services of an approved mechanical 
engineer who would be required to 
sive an undertaking. prior to reeistra- 
tion, that he would instal and 
maintain machinery mechanically 
‘operated in a satisfactory and safe 
condition. “tn this way the long 
Process of achieving machine safety 
may be expedited by better practice.

‘was not carried out. 

However, In avdition to special 
activities mentioned hereafter, Units

‘As the resull of tiegotiations, on 
March 3, O.C, “A” Scetor opened 
the road’ to the Rite Range for the 
S.V.C. and neutr.!

Emergency Days, 1938 
Special military measures in sup- 
port of the Police were called for 
On the following dates during 193 
suly' 7, August 9,10, 11,12, 13 
‘and 14, September '18, October io. 

‘Apart from. there’ special days, 
between June 13 and August 8 the 
Police requested “Armoured Car 
patrols to operate throughout the 
Settlement (South of the Creek) 
between 5.30 pm. and 1pm, on 
two nights each week. 

Mobile Pat 

‘These consisted of:—Armoured 
Car patrols; Armed Lorry patrols. 

‘The Armoured Car patrols were 
constantly asked for, not only by 
the SMP. but also by Oc. “c" 
sector.” There ix no doubt that the 
‘Armoured Cars have a great moral 
‘effect; on the other hand they are 
peculiarly vuln:rable if st pped in 9 
hestile crowd which at the same time 
fennnot be shot down as an enemy. 
For internal security work, there- 
fore, Armoured Cars are now aecom- 
panied by an Armed Lorry, the erew 
of which ean quickly’ dismount and 
foke ground action to protect the 
Armoured Car should it get into 
imeulties, Normally Armoured 
Cors must always work in pairs, but 
for internal patrols the presence of 
‘the Armed Lorry dispensed with the 
need for a second Armoured Car. 
‘This was an important advantage 
Because it eased the pressure on the 
slrendy heavily taxed Armoured Car 
‘Company. 

‘Special attention is called to the 
work done this year by the 
Armoured ‘Car Company. Being x0 
auch In demand, they have been on 
‘duty, more than’ any’ other, * 
eer” unit, Their Tespense has been 
unfailing and the work performed by 
them of a very high order. 

It Is noteworthy that O.C. ath Regt. 
US. Marine Corps has frequently 
asked for the assistance of Armoured 
Car patrols in "C” Sector.” On such 
‘ceasions, and on several others when, 
‘Armoured Cars have operated in “C” 
Sector at the request of the Police. 
hhe has at his own request. provided 
Marine Armed Lorry escorts. 

Radio Telephony 

‘The eMicleney of the Armoured 
Car patrols has been greatly in- 
ereased by the introduction of radio 
telephony. As the result of experi- 
ments carried out between March 
‘and July, five of the ten Armoured 
Cars are now fitted with sets whieh 
can receive messages at any point 
in the Settlement ‘from the Police 
broadeasting installation. “By ar- 
Tungement with the Commissioner 
SMP, this Headquarters 
of this system for expevime: 
for ‘operation purposes during July 
ond August, It was found that im- 
portant orders could be promptly 
conveyed to the Armoured Car 
patrols, and that they. could be 
Quickly inoved to any locality where 
they were suddenly required.

‘Training Assistance 

Col. Hornby expresses his thanks 
to the G.OC. British Troops and O.C.

have been extremely dificult for 
them to do so, 

‘A special feature of the training 
this season has been the instruction 
of all ranks in the elements of con- 
structing sandbag protection and 
barbed wire obstacles. This is con- 
sidered most important because al- 
though the Field Company erect al! 
works of a semi-permanent nature, 
the individual Volunteer never knows 
when he might have to improvise 
[protection at short notice. 

Eight courses of instruction were 
completed by December 1. These 
ineluded, Recruits, ‘Tactical, Omcers 
and N.C.Os, Insiruetional’ Course, 
Rifle, Lewis Gun, Browning Auto: 
matic Rifle, Vickers Gun and Pistol 
Courses, "The total number | of 
Ofcers and Volunteers who attended 
‘at these Courses was $84. ‘The stan- 
dard of work was very satisfactory 
and all Units should benefit cord 

‘Owing to the restrictions main- 
tained in "A" Sector, Units have not 
been able to spend thelr .ormal 
weekend at the Permanent Camp on 
the Rifle Range. However, it has 
been arranged for Units to spend 
Saturday ‘afternoons and all day 
Sunday at the Range and return to 
S.V.C. Headquarters for the evening 
‘meal and sleep, This has 
very satisfactorily and the “Camps” 
held to date have been well attended. 

Units have earried out shooting in 
‘early morning allotments and during 
their weekend camps. Bearing in 
mind the restrictions of the last year

Part IV deals with the Russian 
Detachment:-—Reporting on accom- 
‘modation, the Commandant » states 
that the question of the future 
permanent quarters for the Russian 
Detachment needs careful consider 
tion, “From a military point of view 
the Central “District $ uth of the 
Soochow Creek would be the most 
suitable area. “If possible, the whole 
Detachment should be housed under 
fone roof; this again from a military 
point of ‘view is preferable and from 
‘@ Council. point of view very much 
more economical, During the hostili- 
ties in 1987 the Russian ‘Detachment 
camp at Hongkew Rifle Range was 
destroyed by shell fire and would 
hhave to be rebuilt; also, Alcock Road 
barracks is in a very dilapidated 
slate of repair. The present accom- 
‘modation of the Russian Detachment 
is two Chinese Government owned 
buildings, one on the Bund and the 
other in 'Kiukiang Road, and is the 
‘only accommodation that could be 
cblained after exhaustive enquiries. 
‘These are not economical buildings 
to run, 

‘Training of the Detachment on 
similar lines to previous yeors was 
carried out. The training of reeruits 
was handicapped owing to the lack 
of a suitable training ground. ‘The 
high standard of efficiency obtained 
reflects great eredit on all concerned. 


Patrols 

‘The Detachment was mobilized for 
three days during the year, viz. 
August 12-14. Apart from this, the 
Detachment was confined to barracks 
a5 a reserve to SM, Police on three 
different days during the year. 2411 
hours were spent. on. street patrol 
worl. These patrols took the form 
of:—Foot patrols; Infantry Lorry 
patrols; Infantry Lorry escorts to 
‘Annoured Car ptrols. ‘There is 
Tittle ‘doubt that the amount of 
Patrolling carried out by the Detach 
ment during the past rather critical 
year had a reassuring effect on the 












































‘general public and was an effective 
deterrent on would-be lawbreakers 
‘and terrorists. 


Other duties included work in 
conjunetion with the SM, Police on 


Honour and guards and duties. 


Recruiting 

January 1938 found the Detach~ 
ment, for the frst time in its his- 
tory, below strength. This was due 
to stveral reasons, the chief of which 
was the Increased demand for’ Rus- 
sian labour. At the end of March 
Feeruiting began to pick up again 
and remained steady ‘until October, 
when it again began to fall off. A 
thorough investigation of the recruit 
Jing problem tends to show that the 
present difficulty in recruiting is only 
temporary, and Is largely due to the 
dificulties’ ‘experienced by young 
‘Russians in leaving other areas’ to 
‘come to Shanghal. 

Tn accordance with the programme 
of training for 1938 for Volunteer 
Units, the Bussian Detachment gave 
18 demonstrations to different S.V.C. 
Volunteer Units in the methods of 
bullding Sandbag posts ond putting 
up simple barbed wire entangle 
ments, ‘They also assisted Volunteer 
Units in their training of these sub- 
jects, The Detachment also gave a 
number of street fighting demon- 
strations to Volunteer Units. 

Prior to the outbreak of hostilities 
in 1987, the families of the married 
Omcers and men lived in the North- 
erm and Eastern Districts where 
ents were cheap. At the outbreak 
of hostilities they had to leave their 
homes at very short notice and take 
Fefuge in the French Concession. As 
a result of the fighting in the Norih- 
ern and Eastern Districts, they lost 
‘most of their belongings for which 
Ro compensation could be paid. 
Since August 1937 the cost of living 
hhas greatly increased and the mar- 
ried man found it nearly imposs 
ble to make ends meet,” Approv: 
was therefore oblained for a ‘Tem- 
porary House Allowance of $10 to 
be given to the married. Other Ranks 
and the House Allowance of | the 
married OMicers was increased from 
$70 10 $00. 

‘The general health of the Detach- 
ment throughout the year has been 
Rood and the discipline excellent.

Department Responds to 1,056 Fire and Special 
Calls ; 51 Persons Lose Lives in Year 


SUMMARY of the annual 
Brigade follows :

‘The Brigade responded to 1,056 fires and 
special calls during 1938, an increase of 150 calls on 1937. 


This 


constitutes a record for the Brigade, the highest number previously 


recorded being 1,000 (in 1934). 


Fire Loss.---At fires which the Brigade attended within the 
Settlement and the Special-Rated Area the total loss was estimated 


at $2,006,123, 
‘Although this represents a 


decrease of $9,679,597 on the 


preceding year, it must be borne in mind that the fire loss in 
1937 was extraordinarily heavy as a result of the local hostilities. 
and the damage in 1938 was above the average in normal years. 
This is attributable to several exceptionally extensive fires in the 
Yanglszepoo area, which was occupied by the Japanese military 
where conditions, particularly as regards means of communication, 
were not normal; seven of these fires resulted in an estimated 


Tggregate loss of over $700,000. 
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‘An “Ocean of Water 


Water.~20,486,184 Imp. Gallons of 
‘water were used In the extinction of 
fires, This shows an enormous . in- 
crease over the quantity used during 
‘any normal year, being more, than.

Fah Hwa Bandits 
Break Jail

Four members of the’ desperate 
West Fah Hwa Village gang, who had 
been arrested with several others by 
the Setllement Police, were at large 
yesterday after their’ eseape from a 
“Ta Tao" police station. 

‘The Settlement Police at Bubbling 
Well Station were informed by the 
Japanese military police that the four | 
‘dangerous bandits had broken out of 
the detention cell at “Ta Tao” police 
headquarters, 92 Jessfield Road, on 
the morning of Jan. 25. Details of how 
they managed to escape, however, 
‘were lacking. The station  whenes 
they, fled adjoins the western head-

‘The four are members of the gang 
which was “rounded up" as a result 
of a frontal attack on its hiding

4. Many shots were fired by both 
sides before the gangsters surrender 
fed. dropping their guns into the 
muddy creek.

Road. ‘The following afternoon the 
bandits were handed over to the 
‘Settlement Police for questioning, it 
boing stipulated by the Japanese that 
they’ must be returned to them in 
2A hours.

Britain Forced to Resist 
Totalitarian Methods 


London, Jan. 25. 

Approval of the recent warning 
given by the Secretary of Overseas 
‘Trade, Me. RS. Hudson, to the 
totalitarian ‘countries, with regard to 
their trading methods, was voiced by 
the chairman. of the Westminster 
Bonk at the annual meeting of the 
Bank here yesterday. 

“Phe Seetetary of Overseas Trade 
steucle the Fight note when he said. 
that if the countries concerned con~ 
tinued to employ these unorthodox. 
methods, we should fight them at 
thelr own game, and if we fought, we 
should" win,” he declared. ‘These 
words will have to be backed by, 
deeds. As I sce it, bulk selling under 
the aogis of the State will have to 
be countered by bull selling on our 
part, 

However much it may offend against 
‘our characteristic individualism, and 
however great may be the dimteulties 
‘of securing co-operation among our 
trade rivals, we have voluntarily. to 
forge a weapon capable of resisting 
this now form of attack, the chair 
‘man added.

Indicative of the 
ferocity of this struggle was a whole 
sale slaughter of 70,000 Ukrainian 
peasants who mutinied against the 
Hungarian magnates in 1514. under 
the leadership of Yuri Dovjoy. This 
struggle was concluded in 1049 by a 
Concordat between the Ukrainian 
Synod in Uzhorod and Rom, by 
which “Ukrainians recognized "the 
uthority of Pope, and retained their 
Byzantine rite. ‘In 1771 Empress 
Maria Theresa pul an end to” all 
further attempts on the. Hungarian 
side to interfere with the ecelesiastic~ 
‘al affairs of Carpathian Ukrainians. 
After the “Spring of | Nations” in 
1648 Hungarians ‘started a reckless 
Hungarization of Carpathian Ukr- 
‘ainians, avenging the abolition of 
serfdom and suffocation of their 
Uprising against Austria, to. which 
they were subject at that time, by 
a Russian army commanded by Gen. 
Poshkeviteh, a Ukrainian by’ birth. 
During this. Magyarization Carpath- 
jan “Ukrainians ‘were deprived of 
their intellectuals who were brought 
by force to Hungary proper, and 
culturally defenceless” peasants were 
left at merey of that eternal parasite 
fon the body of this people—Jewish 
usurer. Tt seemed as. if. politically, 
culturally, and economically this 
people was doomed to disappear 
entirely as a national unit. Robbed 
of their lands, chased out of thelr 
mriserable huts, Ukrainian peasants 
‘began a mass emigration to America 
in quest of work and means of ex- 
istence. There are at present over

However, 
the District Attorney is not interested 
‘in the false pretences aspect of the 
charge because it would require 
testimony of Chinese witnesses, who 
‘were pecuniarily defrauded, in order 
to obtain a conviction, He urges the 
court to ignore the false pretense as- 
ect and hold the information sul 
cient in law to charge (1) a con- 
spiracy to commit an offence against 
the United States, to wit, the offence 
of forgery of a cerificate of rogistra- 
tion and “(2) a conspiracy to defraud 
the United "States. Defendant's 
counsel, in answer to the District 
Attorney, vigorously contends the 
information is not suMeient to charge 
either of these two conspiracies, and 
Jargues that defendant has not forged 
anything and that the Government of 
the United States has not been 
defrauded of anything, 

It is obvious on the face of this 
weird document that Jt has some sort 
of u fraud designed for the purpose 
of fooling persons inexperienced in 
matters relating to registry of vessels, 
official certificates, etc. OF course the 
document is frankly” signed by the 
defendant himself as manager of the 
‘American-Chinese Co. and does not, 
by its terms, purport to emanate from, 
the American Consulate General oF 
‘any ageney of the United States, and 
fs nol, so far as the information al 
closes, similar in physical appearance 
to a 'yenuine certificate of registry 
issued by a consulate, 

In view of the precise elements of 
the crime of forgery, the Court Is 
fnelined to agree with the defendant 
‘that the allegations of the information 
jand the attached exhibits cannot be 
hheld in law to charge a conspiracy 10 
commit the offence of forgery of a 
ccerlifleate of registration and con- 
sequently, ‘the important question 
which remains is whether or not the 
information charges the offence of 
conspiracy to defraud the United 
States. 

‘Tue meaning of the phrase “ 
defiuud the United States" was fixed 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in Hammerschmidt v, United 
States, 265, US, 182, 68 Lad. 968, 
in the following language: 




















“To conspire to defraud the United 
state ‘teens primarily to ‘cheat the 
overnment out of property or money: 
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Dut it, also means to interfere with! 
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For example, in Wallen- 
stein v. US, 55 Fed. (2d) 708, the 
defendant deceived the Commissioner. 
of Internal Revenue by returning 
stubs. of a physician's preseriptions 
for liquor and inducing him to issue 
new ‘blank books of preseriptions 
presumably to be fled by physicians 
‘and delivered to bona fide patients 
by them. In Green v. United States, 
28 Fed, (2d) 005, ‘the defendant 
decelved an Indian superintendent 
Into believing that a large sum of 
money. should be expended from 
restricted funds of an Indian ward 
fo seltle trumped up litigation tn 
whieh the Indian ward was Involved. 
In’ United States v. Solder, 10 Fed. 
Sup., 944, the defendant sold hogs 10 
the Government by pretending he was 
the producer of the animals, and thal 
hhe had complied with the regulations 
of the Seeretary of Agriculture. ‘The 
Government received full value for 
the purchase price but would not 
have. purchased had it been known 
that defendant was not the producer.

alleged. 

Some alert detectives. attached to 
the Bubbling Well Police Station 
‘only discovered the trick played. by 
the accused early in the week when 
some wharf loafers were seen 
secretly opening some flour bags 
being transported to the mill, ‘In- 
vestigations: revealed that the theft 
gang was a well organized one. 

Members of the gang specialized in 
stealing wheaten flour from" bags 
unlonded from boats anchored off 
the Bund before they could be trans- 
ported to the firm. They were 
alleged to have taken only” litte’ 
from each bag and from 22,000 bags 
they stole flour which they Inter 
ut in 261 bags and sold to the 
vietimized firm.

“America Attacked Germany”

man soldiers have never yet fought 
Jon American soil except in ihe service 
fof “American independence. On the 
Jother hand American soldiers were 
jealled to Europe to help strangle a 
Jereat nation which was struggling for 
her freedom. It is not Germany that 
Jattacked America. It is America who 
faltacked Germany. 

“The German people do not want 
their affairs governed by a foreign 
people.

“Europe cannot come to rest until 
the Jewish question is settled. It

T a meeting in Manchester today of sixty development com- 
mittees representing various local authorities in Lancashire, 
Yorkshire and Cheshire, a resolution was passed calling for a. 
Government subsidy for the export trade sufficient to enable 
industries in Lancashire, especially the cotton trade, to compete. 
inlworld markets on terms, at least, as favourable as those in the 


export trade of other countries.

Chile and ruined the country's leading cities. 

‘The death toll may reach 15,000 today in three cities alone—

terrible sights by the havoc wrought by the most severe earthquake 
that struck Chile since August 16, 1906, when earthquakes tore 
down the booming city of Valparaiso, causing a loss of 1,500 lives 
and damage to the extent of U.S.$100,000,000. 


‘Ten thousand persons were believed 
dead in Chillan alone, according to an 
‘eyewitness report by Mr. Charles 
‘Sperry, a United Press correspondent 
who Was the first non-olelal and 
newspaperman to ily there. 

Practically one-(ourth of the popu- 
lation of Chillan’s 40,000 inhabitants 
were dead or dying, Mr. Sperry said 
in-an urgent radio’ message.

dollars of damage and the loss. of 
thousands of lives. ‘The authorities 
were instructed to evacuate all in 
habitants from Chillian, San Carlos 
nl Cauquencs. 

Strict martial law was enforced in 
the affected aress. Patrols were of- 
dered to shoot looiers on sight. Rein= 
forcements of troops, medical workers 
‘and rescue corps composed of, volun 
wers continued to pour into the ruin- 
fed cities. Cauquenes, latest reports 
sald, was virtually wiped out. Whole 
sections of buildings were tald_ to, 
wasle ‘by the terrible earthquake. 
‘More than 2,500 persons were believed 
killed in Cauquenes and as many were 
injured and missing. 

Local authorities indicated that 
Chillan would toad in the highest 
death toll, ‘They feared that the 
death toll’ there would eventually 
‘mount over the 10,000 mark. 

Damage to railways, highways ond 
canals prevented resctie parties from 
reaching the stricken creas today, in- 
‘ereasing the chance that epidemics

LIMA CONFERENCE 
By Sanmsoxian 

The only real quarrel which took place 
at the eighth Pan-American Conference held 
fat Lima was over a declaration of solidarity 
against aggression from the outside world. 
‘The Argentine and the United States headed 
the opposing schools of thought and it was 
nearly a week before a compromise propo- 
sal was finally worked out. Tt appears 
strange on the fece of it that the shadow 
should. be considered more important than 
the substance and that in the interests of 
a decleration of solidarity the world should 
bbe given an exhibition of its lack. But the 
Pan-American Conferences are always a 
Hittle like that. 

Pan-American is a geographical expression 
und not 1 political “fact and the United 
States must in its dealings with its sister 
Republics act on the assumption that the 
dream is a reality while at the same time 
takings steps to see that It becomes so. Mr. 
Cordell Hull, and indecd any Secretary of 
State must talk of Democracy when nearly 
every Latin American country is a dictator- 
‘ship of penee when every country has suf- 
fered from internal strife and some half 
dozen have engaged in boundary disputes. 
He must talk of the preservation of eemocr 
tle liberties when nearly every country 
imposes a censorship; of freeing the chan~ 
nels of trade and commerce when nearly 
every country imposes exchange control. 
He must speak of the Latin American coun- 
tries’ belief in the Good Neighbour policy 
while good neighbour Mexico confiscates 
American oil and sells it to Germany and 
when Good Neighbour Dominica massacres 
nearly 10,000 unwanted immigrants from 
Good Neighbour Haiti; he must contrast. 
this spirit wilh the vicious practices of the 
totalitarian States who persecute Jews and 
restrict the activities of American Je 
citizens. He must in short keep constantly 
dinning into the ears of the Latin American 
dictators as they chisel away at the founda- 
tions of the democratic shrine that they 
are in reality the shrines’ defenders. The 
Justification for such a policy is that with 
persistence the dictators may in time be led 
to believe that perhaps they are and set 
accordingly. ‘ 





























In keeping alive this unreal conception of 
the New World Mr. Hull has been aided by 
the self-control of the American newspapers 
who exercise patriotic restraint in their 
dealings with Latin Anverican countries 
which they would roundly condemn in, for 
example, the Press of Great Britain as 
dangerous self-sensorship. Perhaps it ix by 
way of reaction to making the best 
‘of all possible New Worlds that they 
make the worst of everything which hap- 
pens in the Old World, particularly any- 
thing which happens in Britain. A Tittle 
group of well-known American writers in 
fact seem to have become more than just 
pessimists, they are vicarious hypochon~ 
Ariaes, enjoying the ills of other people. 

‘The lack of improvement in European 
relations since Munich is treated as a matter: 
for congratulation. Tt serves the statesmen 
Fight for not going to war last September 
when the American columnists told them 


to. This group of editorial writers is very 
like the crowd at an American “all-in” 
wrestling mateh. ‘They take a very bold 


attitude towards the contestants in the ring 
and roundly accuse them of cowardice and 
Jack of enerty and initiative. ‘They give 
bloodthirsy and not very helpful advice on 
how (0 lick the wrestler they wish to sce 
beaten and occasionally cry out with irvita~ 
tion that the whole contest is a fake do- 
iberately designed to deceive them. 

‘The boldness shown by the wrestling 
spectators might be dve {o the fact that they 
know they will never have (o carry out the 
adviee they give themselves, but can remain. 
perfeetly safe in thelr ringside seats. A 
similar reason might be responsible for the 
boldness shown by the American writers 
who leclure Europe on the proper poliey to. 
adopt. No American who is honest with 
himself, however, would believe that United 
States ‘would ever again send an army 
‘oad so that the yodd taste of arguing that 
ie battle should forthwith be engaged is 
questionable, At one time laying down 
tancard of ‘eonduet for others which you 
did not propose to follow yourself would 
have been called hypocrisy ; now those who 
advoe it idealism. 

‘One result of tension in Europe has to 
encourage an American campaign in favour 
of national unity, towards stressing the 
points which all parties and all groups 
the United States share in common, whether 
they are Republicans or Democrats, Labour

gramme without opposition. It is one thing! 
to vote for increased appropriations for the 
army, navy and air forces, but it is quite 
a different matter when he is asked to make 
the country’s “home line of defence” secure 
by accepting the measures which the New 
Deal Administration feel will strengjt:en the 
national economy. 

During the first emergency period of the 
carly 1930's opposition to the Administra- 
tion was often attacked as unpatriotic and 
near treason. ‘The political opponents of the 
‘Administration ave a little afraid that some- 
thing of the same attitude will be taken 
to all Government measures now. 

Business has made its contribution to- 
wards national unity by agreeing to co- 
‘operate with the Government. The chief 
‘business opposition group, the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, drew up a pro- 
gramme which was widely praised for the 
conciliatory attitude it showed. Public at- 
tention was cleverly drawn to this platform 
by inviting Mr. Anthony Eden to come from 
England and make a specch at the banquet 
which brought the congress held by the 
manufacturers to a close. Spokesmen took 
the air just before Mr. Eden and were per- 
force heard by the radio public whose dials 
were tuned to catch the words of their 
British visitor. Mr. Eden id the N.A.M. an 
excellent service. “They had been frequent~ 
ly called in the loose manner of the political 
arena pro-Faseist or even Fascists and no- 
thing could have given greater point to their 
good intentions and thelr “reformation” 
than the appearance as their chief speaker 
of the man identified in the mind of the 
American public with uncompromising op- 
position to Fascism and all that it stood for. 

‘Of the international aspects of Mr. Eden's 
visit all that need be said is that the people 
who expected him to use the United States 
as a pulpit from which to denounce his 
‘own Government were disappointed. Mr. 
Eden kept to the theme which is also being 
preached In the United States, namely that 
there are certain fundamental aspects on 
which all Englishmen are, agreed and 
helped dispel the impression created by 
some American commentators that England 
was pro-Paseist or decadent or both. 

‘Mr, Eden disappointed some of the more 
intemperate critics of the British Govern- 
ment by not attacking Mr. Chamberlain; 
ut he also relieved official Washington by 
not launching a violent attack upon dictator 
yovernments. He praised Democracy rather 
than condemned. totalitarianism. He thus 
did nothing to disturb the cautious spirit 
which marked the American attitude 
towards the dictator countries since Pre- 
sident Roosevelt's vigorous denunciation of 
Jewish persecution. 

‘The President himsolf in the only speech 
‘arranged for him between the announcement 
fof the November election results and the 
opening of Congress refrained from the 
‘anticipated attack on dictatorial methods. 
Instead he returned to the theme that 
‘America must make Democracy work. “We 
fare not only the largest and the most power- 
ful democracy in the whole world, but 
many other democracies look to us for 
Teadership,” the President declared. ‘Then 
he went on to say that the leadership of 
the United States should consist in setting 
a good example. Earlier in his address he 
had declared himself to be a mild mannered 
man and a lover of peace.
